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Texas Twister Kills 23, Injures Hundreds 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (AP) — A 
tornado so powerful it ripped 
great chunks of concrete from 
buildings has turned this city of 
170,000 into a disaster area, with 
death estim ates today ranging 
from 19 to 23. 
State authorities counted 
19 
bodies, while new spaper and r a ­ 
dio surveys reached a total of 
23. Texas Safety D epartm ent of­ 
ficers said some dead may still 
be under debris. 
Authorities said 300 or more 
suffered injuries in the Monday 
night disaster. Property

“ There is no doubt in any­ 


body’s mind around here,” said 
a veteran new sm an, “ that it is 
one of the biggest and most pro­ 
longed tornadoes ever to strike 
T exas.”

The National 
Guard called out 300 men, in­ 
cluding

units, The Bed Cross dispatched

The 
ground floor of the Lubbock Av- 
alanche-Journal 
was 
awash 
from a cloudburst which cam e 
with the twister. 
The width of the destruction 
was the greatest from any tor­ 
nado observers could re m e m ­ 
ber. 
The storm left a path of de­ 
struction eight miles long. 


It was hours after tile tornado 
struck—just before IO p.m. Mon­ 
day—before state and city po- 
lice could find tim e to begin 
searching the wreckage. 
A state police spokesm an said 
it seem ed likely “ m any more 
bodies” would be found. 
D am age centered in the down­ 
town area, where virtually all 
store fronts w ere blown out and 
a 
policem an 
said, 
“ Looting 
started before the wind died 
down.” 
Police 
patroled 
the 
streets to curb further thefts. 
A. W. Voight, executive d irec­ 


tor of the A m erican Bed Cross 
in Lubbock, said, “ Official re- 
ports are virtually nonexistent. 
“ We have no estim ate of the 
num ber of homes or buildings 
destroyed because our efforts 
have been aim ed at rescue and 
relief work. 
“ We have one shelter open 
and we have people going into 
our municipal coliseum .’’

chunks 
off 
skyscrapers 
and 
whipped broken glass through 
the streets, causing many inju­ 
ries.

Mayor Ja m es C ranberry de­ 
scribed the dam age as “ m as­ 
sive, just m assive.”

two of the city’s largest had to 
turn patients away after filling 
corridors with beds and cots for 
those who arrived earlier.

tered. Injured, many bleeding 
from facial wounds, lined the 
streets waiting for help. A big 
brick wall at the college blew 
down, demolishing a num ber of 
parked ears. 
D am age was heavy and Inju­ 
ries num erous in the Mexican- 
Am erican section of the city, 
where buildings generally were 
of flimsy construction. 
“ We are trying to set up some 
sort of evacuation system for 
the injured,” C ranberry said. “ I 
guess w e’ll try to get them into

WASHINGTON (A P) - With 
the wave of an arm , an Ohio 
N ational Guard lieutenant gave 
the order to fire that resulted in 
the deaths of four Kent State 
University students last week, 
Son. Stephen M. Young, D-Ohio, 
said Monday. 
Young declined to identify the 
lieutenant, but said he should be 
charged 
with 
second 
degree 
m urder. 
“The lieutenant in charge of 
that platoon held his a rm aloft 
and pulled it down and im m edi­ 
ately a volley was fired from 
the g u ard sm en ,” Young told the 
Senate. 
“ The officer who ordered the 
guardsm en to lire point blank 
into the students was guilty of 
m u rd er in the second d eg ree,’’ 
he added. 
Young said he received his in 
form ation 
during 
interviews 
with K ent State students. He 
added th at he was sending an 
affidavit from one witness to the 
U.S. attorney. 


Young m ade his statem ent as 
Life m agazine published a copy­ 
righted photograph showing one 
gu ard sm an , apparently an offi­ 
cer, aim ing a pistol tow ard a 
group of students. 


An Ohio National G uard offi­ 
cial in Columbus said there was 
no indication that any .45 cali- 
I h t pistols were fired during the 
incident, The spokesm an added 
that only officers carried 
.45 
caliber pistols at Kent State.

The raid m arked the culm ina­ 
tion of the third federal g a m ­ 
bling probe in the Detroit area 
in recent months.

ring. After a series of raids 
which began New Y ea r’s Day, 
IO persons w ere charged with 
conspiracy 
to

gam bling laws and six others 
were nam ed as co-conspirators.

volved alleged bookmaking a c­ 
tivities in Flint. 
There have been no arrests 
resulting from that probe. 
An FBI spokesm an said Mon­ 
d a y ’s raids cam e as the climax 
of an investigation in progress 
since early March.

vinced we can dry up the big­ 
gest source of funds for o rgan­ 
ized crim e in this country.” 


AUGUSTA, Ga, (AB) — An 
outbreak of racial violence trig ­ 
gered by the beating to death of 
a teen age Negro jail inm ate 
has left six persons dead, more 
than 60 injured and widespread 
property dam ag e in this east 
Georgia city. 


F irem en, escorted by Nation­ 
al G uardsm en and state troop­ 
ers ordered into the city by Gov. 
l a s t e r 
Maddox, 
gradually 
brought 
under 
control 
m ore 
than 50 fires set Monday night 
by roving bands of Negroes. 


Authorities said the situation 
was calm ing early today and 
th at sporadic sniper fire was 
dying out. 


As daw n broke a thin pall of

from

hung over the city. 


City officials and Negro lead­ 
ers called a m eeting this m o rn ­ 
ing to try to ca lm the situation 
further. 


Some

WASHINGTON (AP) — P resi­ 
dent Nixon is now so firmly 
com m itted to a June 30 deadline 
for 
withdrawing 
Am erican 
forces from Cambodia officials 
doubt he could prolong the oper­ 
ation even if he found it m ilitar­ 
ily advisable to do so. 


Despite

com m itm ent, 
Nixon m ay yet be faced with 
pressure from field com m and­ 
ers for m ore tim e to com plete 
the destruction of North Viet­ 
n a m ’s Cam bodian bases. 
Some already are reported to 
believe they cannot do the whole 
job within the two months Nixon 
has specified. 
The J turn 30 deadline applies 
to all support units and advisers

nam ese as well as to strictly 
American outfits engaged in the 
Cambodian 
operation, 
Nixon 
said at his news conference. 
He stated the deadline without 
qualification as to any unfore­ 
seen development, officials say, 
because he wanted to stress that 
destruction of the sanctuaries is 
not a first step toward an indefi­ 
nite U.S. troop involvement in 
i Cambodia. 
What worries some authori­ 


ties here, however, is the possi­ 
bility that North Vietnam may 
yet 
undertake 
some

counter action such as a politi­ 
cal-military 
offensive 
against 
the present Cambodian govern­ 
ment or a counterattack on al­ 
lied forces.

For about half of the IOO origi- 
patients, improvement of 
symptoms occurred within 24 
hours of the family’s admission, 
the psychiatrists said.

OBERLIN, Ohio (AP) — Four 
of Oberlin’s 12 city policemen 
resigned Monday for what City 
Manager Edward C. Smith said 
was complaints of police harass­ 
ment voiced by a number of 
persons following a confronta­ 
tion with some 300 youths Fri­ 
day night.

Police Sgt. Eugene Barrow 
was hit on the head with a soft 
drink bottle and Police Chief 
Robert K. Ferber was beaten 
and kicked during the distur­ 
bance. Three other persons were 
injured. 
Smith said lie would ask the 
four who resigned, 
Wickham 
and Patrolmen Michael Kelley, 
Robert Jones and Robert Wood- 
all, to reconsider. He said 20 
citizens had signed a statement 
commending 
the 
way 
police 
handled the disturbance. 
Smith said the police used on­ 
ly minimal force in defending 
themselves, used some tear gas, 
but did not pull their weapons, 
there w*ere no immediate ar­ 
rests. 
“ We feel if we are ever forced 
to hurt someone while enforcing

grew 
up, 
sociologically 
•peaking, in the New York City 
of the Nineteen Thirties. It was 
a yeasty time, and the blan­ 
dishments of the Left were 
compelling up to a point.

Wholesale 


Prices Stay 


Unchanged 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Wholesale prices did not decline 
in April as indicated in a pre­ 
liminary report, but the final 
figures issued Monday neverthe­ 
less cheered the administration: 
they failed to rise for the first 
time in 18 months. 
Only farm and food prices de­ 
clined in the wholesale index, 
however. 
Industrial raw materials rose 
three-tenths of one per cent, but 
this too was a hopeful indicator, 
because it represented a 3.6 per 
cent annual rise instead of the 4 
per cent rate of increase at the 
start of the year. 
The index stood at 116.6 per 
cent of the 1957-59 average in 
April. That compared with 111.9 
per cent a year earlier. 
This meant that it cost $116.60 
in March and April, on the aver­ 
age, to buy the same assort­ 
ment of wholesale goods which 
would have cost $100 in 1957-59. 
For all commodities repre­ 
sented in the index, the price 
average was 4.2 per cent above 
a year ago. down from a 4.8 per 
cent rate of annual rise in Janu­ 
ary. 
An even better showing had 
been hoped for when the tenta­ 
tive index figures were released 
on April 29. They showed a de­ 
cline of one-tenth of one per 
cent in the wholesale index, the 
first drop in 20 months.

Byrd of West Virginia, a Demo­ 
crat, and Roman L. Hruska of 
Nebraska, a Republican, were 
considered strong favorites for 
renominations.

whose only previous political try 
was an unsuccessful campaign 
for the state legislature in the 
1950s. 
There was no GOF candidate 
for Byrd’s post. But the vacancy 
can be filled by action of the Re­ 
publican executive committee in 
time for the general election. 
West Virginia’s five incum­ 
bent representatives—all Demo- 
erats-Mvere seeking renomina­ 
tion. All but Rep. Harley O. 
Staggers,

In Nebraska. Hruska 
faced 
only 
token opf»osition
